Yet was there never any thing uvon the point, 
which thoſe Scots had by Army or Commithoners to 
move me with, by.their many Solemne obteftations, 
and pious threatnings, bur only this, to repreſcar to 
we the wonderf'11 neceſlity of ſerting uptheir Preſ- 
bytery in England to avoid the further miſeries ofa 
War ; which ſome men chiefly on this deſigne at 6rſt 
had begun , and now further engaged themſelves,

What. hinders that any Ses, Schiſmes or Here- 
fies, if they can get bur numbers, ſtrength and op- 
-portunirty, may not, according to this opinion and 
patterne, ſerup their wayes by the like methods of 
violence ? all which Presbytery ſeeks to ſuppreſle, 
and render odious unto their names : when wiſe and 
learned men think, that nothiug hath mcre marks of 
Schiſme snd SeQariſme, then this Presbyterian way, 
both as to the Ancient, and till moſt Univerſall way 
of the Church government, and cſpecially as ro the 
particular Lawes and Coſticutions gf this Exyliſh 
Church, which are nor yet repealed, nor are like to 
be for me,till 1 ſee more Rational'and Religious mo- 
tives,then Souldiers uſe to carry in their Knapſacks, 

Bur we muſt leave the ſucceſle of all ro God, who 
hath many wayes, (having firſt taken us + ff from the 
folly of our opinions and fury of our paſhon) ro 
teach us thoſe Rules of true Reaſon, and peaceable 
Widome, which is from above, tending moſt to 
Ccod« plury, and his Churches good : which I think 
my etc to much che mvere bound in Conſcience 
L' 4.1cnd with the moſt. judicious zeal and cu by 

ow 
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how much I eſteem the Church above the State, the 
glory of Chriſt above mine own: and rhe ſalvation of 

ens fouls above the preſervation of their bodies 
and eſtates. 

Nor may any men,lI think, withour ſinne and pre- 
ſumption, forcibly endeavonr to caſt the Churches 
under my Care and tyuition,into the mculds thry have 
fancied, and faſhioned totheir defigns,rillthey have 
firſt gainzd my conſent, and reſolved, both my own 
and other mens conſciences by the ſtrength of their 
Reaſons: 

Other violent motions, which are neicher manly, 


Chriſtian,nor Loyall,ſhall never either ſhake or ſer- 


tle my Religion, nor any mans elſe who knows whar 
Religion means : And how farre it is removed from 
allFaftior'vhoſe properengine is force, the arbirra- 
tor of beaſts, not of reaſonable men, much leflz of 
humble Chriſtians, and loyall ſubje&s, in marrers of 
Religion. 

Bur men are prone to have ſuch. high conceits of 
themſelves, that they care nor what coit they lay our 
upon their opin'ons : eſpecially thoſe,thar have ſome 
tempration of gain, to recompence their loll:s and 
hazards. | 

Yet Iwas not more ſcandalized at the Scots Ars» 
mies coming in againſt my will, and their forfeiture 
of ſo many obligations of duty, and graticude tome : 
then T wondred how thoſe here, could ſo much di- 
ſtruſt Gods aſſiſtance, who ſomuch pretended Gods 
cauſe co the people, as if they had the certainty of 
ſome divine Revelations; conſidering they were more 
then competently furniſhed with My ſabje&s Armes 
and Ammunition, my Navie by Sea, my Forts, Ca- 
tles and Cities by Land. | 

But 1 finde that men jealous of the Juſtificable. 
nefſ= of their doings, and defignes before God, 'ne- 
ver think they bave hamane ſtrengthenough to carry 

D z theic 
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their work on, ſcem it never ſo plauſible to the -Peo- 
ple: What cannor be juſtified in Law or Religion, 
had need be fortified with Power. 

And yer ſuch is the inconſtancie thar attends all 
minds engaged in violent motion, that whom ſome of 
them one while earneſtly invite to come in to their 


vaſliſtance, others of them ſoon after are weary @f, 


and with nauſcating caſt them out: What one Party 
thagght to rivet to a ſerlednefle by -rhe ſtrength/ and 
inflience of the Scots, that the other rejeRs and con- 
temns, at once deſpiſing the Kirk-Government and 
Diſcipline of the Scots, and fruſtrating the ſuccefle of 
fo chargeable, more then charitable afſiſtance ; For, 
ſure the Church of Exeland might have purchaſed at 
a far cheaper rate,the 'Truth and happinefle of Refor- 
med Government and Diſcipline, ( if it had been 
wanting) though it had entertained the beſt Divines 
of Chriſtendome for their advice.in a full and free 
Synod, which ] was ever willing ro, and.defirous of, 
that matters being impartially fecled, might be more 


- ſatisfaRory to all, and more durable. 


Burt niuch of Gods juſtice, and mans folly, will at 
length be diſcovered, through all the films and pre- 
rentcns ofReligion,in which Polititians wrap up their 
deftigns: in vain do men hope to build their Piety on 
the «wines of Loyalty: nor can thoſe conſiderations 
or d:{ignsbe durable, when Subje&s make bankrupt 
of their Allegiance , under pretence of ſetting up a 
quicker trade for Religion. | 

Bur,as ny beſt SubjeRs of Scotland never deſerted 
me, ſol cannorthink that the moſt are gone ſo farre 
from me , 1a prodigalicy of their love and reſpeQs 
rowaxds megas to make me to deſpair of their return; 
when beſides che bonds of Nature and Conſcience 
Which they have come, all Reaſon and rrue Policie

/heremany engines of religious and faire pre- 
ten ons are brovghr chiefly to batter, or raſe Epiſ- 
£Opacy : This they make the grand evill ſpirit, which 
with ſome other imps purpoſely added: to make tt 
more odious andterrible to the vulgar , muſt by ſo 
ſo!lemne a charme and exorciſme becaſt our of this 
Church, after more then a thouſand years poflcefſion 
here, from the f:{t plantation of Chriſtianity inthis 
Ifland. and an univer{y/! preſcription of time and 
practicein all otier Churches ſince the Apoſtles 
times inthis till Century. | 

Butno Amiquirty muſt plead for it ; Presbytery, | 
likea yourg Heire, thinks the Father hath lived 
long enough, and imparient not to bein the Biſhops 
Chaite and Authotity, (though Lay-men go away 
with the Revenues,) all art is uſed to fink Epiſco- 
Pacy, and lanch Presbytery in England : which was 
lately boyed up in Scotland by the like artifice of a 
Covenant. 

AlthoughlI am unſatisfied with many Paſſages in 
that Covenant (ſome referring to my ſelfe with very 
d:;bious & dangerous limitations ) .yetI chicfly wons 
der at thedeſign and drift rouching the Diſcipline & 
Government of the Church ; and ſucha manner of 
carrying them on to new ways, by Oaths and Cove- 
nants, where it is hard for men to be engaged by no 
lefle then ſwearing for, or againſt thoſe things which 
are of noclear morall neceſlity, but yery diſpurable, 
and controverted amongſt learned and godly men: | 
wheretothe application of oaths can hardly be fmade 
and enjoyned with that fudgement, and certainty in 
one ſelf, or that charity & candour to others of dif- 
ferent opinion, asl think Religion requires, which 
never refuſes fair and equable deliberations;yea,and 
dillcntings too, i1 mattersenly probable, The 
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The enjoyning of Oaths upon People muſt needs 
in things doubtfuil be dangerous,as in things unlaws= 
full, da:mnable : and no lefle ſuperfluous, where fore 
mer religi»us and legal Engagement , bound men 
ſu ficiently, to all nzceflary duties. Nor can l ſee 
how they will reconcile ſuch an Innovating Oath and 
Covenant,with that former Proteſtation which was {o 
lately taken, to- maintain the Religioneſtabliſhed in 
the Church of England: lince they count Diſcipline 
ſogreara part of Religion, 

Bur ambitious minds never think they have laid: 
ſnares and ginnesenough tocatch and hold the Vule 
gar credulity : for by ſuch politick and teemingly pt» 
ous ſtratagems, they think ro keepthe popularity faſt 
| totheir parties under the terrour of perjury ; Where 

as certainly a)l honeſt and wiſe men ever thought 
themſelves ſuſfcicntly bound by former ties of Reli« 
gion, Allegience, and Laws, to God and man, | 
Norcan fuch after-contracts, deviled and impo- 
ſed by a few men in a declared Party, without My 
conſent, and without any like power or preſident 
from Gods or mans laws, be ever thought by judici- 
ous men ſufficient either to abſolve or ſfacken thoſe 
morall andeternall bonds of duty which lie upon all 
my,SubjeRsconſciences both co God and me. 
| Yera« things now ſtand, good men ſhall leaſt of- 
fend God or me, by keeping their Covenant in ho- 
neſt and lawfull wayes ; fince jI have the charity ro 
thinke that the cheife end of the; Covenant in ſuch 
mens intentions, was to preſerve Religion inf purity, 
and the Kingdoms in peace: To other then ſuch ends 
I and meanes they cannot think themſelves engaged ; 
nr will thoſe, that have any true touches of conſcis» 
ence endeavour tocarry on the beſt defignes. ( much 
lefle ſuch as are, and will be daily more apparently 
aRious and ambitious ) by any unlawfull meanes, 
under that title of the Covenant :; unlefle they 
D 4 dare 
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dare prefer ambiguous, dangerous & un-authorized 
novelties, before their known & ſworn daties, which 
are indifpenſable both to God and my Self. 

Iam prone to believe and hope, That many who 
rook the Covenant are yer firme to this Judgement; 
That ſuch later Vowes, Oathsor Leagues, can-ne- 
ver blot outthoſe former gravings and charaGers, 
 whichby juſtand lawfull Oaths were made upon 

their Souls. 

That which makes ſuch Confederations by way 
of itolemne Leagues and Covenants more to be ſul. 
peed, is, Thar they are the common road, uſed in 
21! factious and powerfull perturbations of State or 
Church: when formalities of extraordinary zeal 
and piety, are never more ſtudied & elaborate, then, 
when. Politicians moſt agirare deſperate defignes a- 
pgainſt all char is ſerled, or ſacred in Religion, and 
Laws, which by ſuch ſcrues are cunningly, yet forci« 
bly wreſted by ſecret ſteps, and lefle ſenſible degrees, 
from thein known rule and wonted pra&ice, to com. 
ply withthe humors of thoſe men, who, aime to ſub 
due all to their own will and power, under the diſ* 
guiſes of Holy Gombinations. 

:: Which cords and withes will hold mens Conſci- 
ences nd longer then force attends and twiſts them 3 
for every wan ſoon growes his owne Pone, and eaffly 
abſolves himſelfe of thoſe ties, which, nor the Coms 
mands of Gods Word, or the Laws of the Land, bur 
only the ſubtilty and rerrour ofa Party} caſts upon 
him; either ſuperfluous and vain, when they were. 
ſuflicicntly ried before ; or fraudulent and injurious, 
if by ſuch afcer-ligaments they find the Impoſers re- 
ally alming to diflolve or (uſpend their former, juſt, 
and neceſſary obligations. 

Indeed ſuch illegall ways ſeldome or never intend 
r!1e engaging mea more to.duties, but only to Par- 
Lies ; therefore ic is not regarded how they keep their 

Covenants 
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Covenants 'in -point of piety pretened , provided 
they adhere firmly to the Party and Deſigne ins 
rended, | 

I ſee the Impoſers of it are content to make their 
Covenantlike Manna (not that it came from Hea» 
ven, as this did) agreeable,rocvery mans palate and 

flow it : They admit any 
mens ſenſes of its the diverſe or contrary ; with any 
ſalvoes, cautions and reſervations, ſoas they cauſe 
not their, though chiefe Deligne, which is laid a» 
gainſt the Church and me. 
, Tris enough if they ger bur the reputation of a 
ſeeming increaſe ro their Party : ſo little do men re- 
meimber that God is not mocked- | 

In ſuch latitudes of ſenſe, I beleeve many that 
love me and the Church well, may have taken 
the Covenant, who yet are not ſo fondly and 
fuperſtitiouſly raken by it, as now to a& clearly 
againſt both all piety and loyalty ; who firſt yi-lded 
tit, more{to prevent that imminent violence and 
ruine which. hung over their heads in caſe they 
wholly retuſed it, then for any vaiue of ir, or devo- 
tion to It, 

Wherein, the latitud? of ſome generall Clauſes, 
may (perhaps) ſomewhat to relieve them, as of 
doing and indeavouring what lawfully they may, in 
their Places and Callings , acrorame to the word of 
God: for, theſe indeed carry no man beyond thoſe 
bounds of good Conſcience, which are certain ard 
fixed, either in Gods Laws. as to the general!; or the 
Laws of the State and Kingdome, as to the particus 
lar regulation and exerciſe of mcns duties, 

I would to God {uch as glory moſt in the name of 
Covenanters, would keep themſelves within thoſe laws 
tull bounds to which God hath calledthem; Surely 
it were the beſt way ro expiate the raſhnes cf taking 
it: which muſt needs then appear , when, be= 

| ties 
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fides the want of a full and lawfull Authcrity at firſt | 
roenjoyn it, it ſhall actually be carried on- beyond 
and againſt thoſe ends which were in ir ſpecified and 
pretended, 1 willingly forgive ſuch mens taking the 
Coyenant, who keep it within ſuch bounds of Piety, 
' Law, and Loyaltie, as can neither hurt either the 
Church; my Self, or the publick Peace: Againft 
which, no mans Jawfull Calling can engage 
him. 

As for that Reformation of the Church, -which 
the Covenant pretends, I cannor think it juſt or 
comely. that by the parriall advice of a few D.vines, 
(of ſo ſoft and ſervile tewpers,. as- diſpoſed them to 
ſo ſudden aRing and compliance ,. contrary: to their 
former judgement, profeſſion and praRice) ſuch foul 
ſcandals and ſuſpicions. ſhould be caſt upon the Do 
&rine and Government of th: Church of Erglaxd, as 
was never done (that I have heard) by any that de- 
ſerved the name of Reformed Churches abroid, nor b 
aiy menof Learning and Candor at home : all whoſe 
judgements I cannot burprefer.before any mens now 
factiouſly cngaged. 

No man c:n be more forward}then my ſelf to car. 
ry on all due Reformations,with mature judgement, 
and a good conſcience, in what thing,'I ſhall (after 
impartiall advice) be, by Gods Word, and right rea- 
on, convinced to be amifle,. I have offered more 
then ever the fulleſt; freeſt, and wiſeſt Parliaments 
Cid deſire. 

Bur. she ſcquele of ſome mens actions makes 
3t evident , that the maine Reformation - intend- 
ed, is the abaling of Epiſcopacie into Pres 
byterie, and the robving of the Church - of its 
Lancs and Revenues : For, no men have been 
more injurioufly uſed, as to their Legal Rights, 
then the Biſhops, and Church men. Theſe, 
as the farteſt Deare , muſt be dcſtroyeds - 
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. Other Raſcal-herd of Schiſmes, Herefies , &ce 


being leane , may enjoy the benefit of a Tole- 
ration 2: Thus Naboth's vineyard made him the 


. only Blaſphemer of his City , and fit ro die. 


Still 1 ſee, while the breath of Religion fils the 
Sailes, Profit isthe Compaſſe, by which faRious 
men fteere their courſe in all ſeditious Commo= 
tions, 

I thank God, as no men lay more open to the ſa» 
crilegious temptation of uſurping the Churches, 
Lands and Revenues, (which ifluing chiefly from 
the Crown, as held of it, and legally can revert on- 


ly rothe Crown with my Conſent) ſo ] have alwayes 


had ſuch a perfe& abhorrence of ir in my Soul, that 
I never found the leaſt inclination ro ſuch ſacrilegi- 
ous Reformings : yet no man hath agreater dehlre 
to have Biſhops and all Church-men ſo refermed, 
that they way beft deſerve and uſe, not only what the 
pious munificence of my Predeceſſors hath given to 
God & the Church, bur all other additions of Chrie 
ſtian bounty. 

But no neeffity ſball ever, I hope, drive me or 
mine to invade or ſell the Prieſts lands, which both 
Pharaob's Divinity, and 7oſephs crue piety abhor- 
red to do: So unjuſt I think ir both inthe eye of rea- 
ſon and Religion, to deprive the moſt ſacred employ. 
ment of all due incouragements; and like that other 
hard heartedPharaob,to with-draw the Straw, and en- 
creaſe the task ; ſo purſuing the opprefſed Church, as 
ſome have done, tothe red ſea of Civil War, where 
nothing bur a miracle can ſave either ir or him, who- 
eſtcems it his greateſt tirlero be called, and his chief- 
eſt glory to be tbe Defender of the Church, both in its 
true faith, and its juſt fruitions ;, equally abhorring $a» 
critedge and gpoſtacy.

The next work. will be 7eroboam's reformation, 
conſecrating the meaneſt of the People to be Prieſts 
in Iſrael, to ſerve thoſe Golden Calves who have en.

Dowry ; which how it thrived both with Prince, 
Prieſts, and People, is wellenough known : And fo 
itwill be here, when from the tuition of Kings and 

Q ucenes,which have been nurfing Fathers and Mo 
thers of this Church, it ſhall be ar their allowance, 
who have already diſcovered what hard Fathers and 
Step-mothers they will be. | 

If the poverty of Scotland might, yet the Plenty of 
England cannot excuſe the. envy and Rapine of the 
Churches Rights and Revenues. | 
I cannot ſo much as pray to God to prevent thoſe 
ſad conſequences, which will inevitably follow the 
parity and povercy of Miniſters, bo:hin Church and 

State; Since I think ic no leff: then a mocking and 
rempting of God, to defire him to hinder thoſe miſ- 
chiefs whoſe occaſions and remedies are in our cwne 
power; it being every mans fin not to avoid the one, 
and not uſe the other. 

- There are wayes enough to repaire the breaches 
of the State without the Ruine of the Church; as. 
E would be a Reſtorer of the one, ſo I would nor be 
an O pprefſour of the orher, under the prerence of 
Publique Debts : The occafions contraing. them 
were bad enough, burſuch a diſcharging of them 
would be much worſe;IprayGod neither I,nor Mine, 
may be acceflary to either.

fulneſs ofchemeans uſed,nor the depth of the miſchief 
chiefly plotted and intended. 

The weakneſle of theſe mens judgements muſt be 
made up by their clamours and aQtivity. 

It was a great part of ſome mens Religion, to ſcan- 
dalize me and mine: they thooght theirs could not 
be true, if they cried nor down mine asfalle.

might prevaile.

But other mens inſatiable deſire of revenge upon 
me, my Court, and my Clergy; hath wholly beguil- 
ed both Church and Stare, of the benefit of all my, 
either RetraRations or Conceſltons ; and withall, 
hath deprived all thoſe (now ſo zealous Perſecutors) 
both of the comfort and reward of their former pre«. 
rended perſecutions , wherein they fo much gloried 
among the vulgar; and which, indeed, a truly hum- 
ble Chriſtian will ſo highly prize,as rather nor be re-

As to Civil immunities, none but ſuch as deſire to 
drive ontheir Ambitious and Covetous deligns over 
the ruines of the Church and State, Prince, Peeres, 
and People, will ever delire greater Freedomes then 
the Laws allow; whoſe bounds good men count their 
Ornament andPoreQion ; others, their Manacles 
and Oppreſſion. —© 

Nor is it juſt any man ſhould expe& the reward 
and benefit of the Law , who deſpiſeth his rule and 
dircRion ; loſing juſtly his ſafety, whiles he ſeeks an 
unreaſonable liberty. | 

Time will beſt inform my Subie&s, thar thoſe are 
the beſt preſervers of their true liberties, who allow 
themſelves the Icaſt licentiouſnes againſt, or beyond 
the Lawes. 

They will feel ir at laſt to their coſt , thar it is im- 
poſſible thoſe mn ſhould be real[y render of their 
fellow-ſubjeRs Lbertics, who have the hardinefle to 
uſe their King with ſo ſevere reſtraints, againſt all 
Laws bote divine and humane: under which yer I will 
rather periſh, then complain to thoſe,who want no- 
thing to complece their mirth and criumph, bur ſuch 
muſick. 

In point of true conſcientious tendernefſe (atten: 
ded with humility and meeknefle , nor with proud 
and arrogant a&ivity,which ſeeks to hatch every egg 
of different opinion to a FaQion or Schiſme) lhave 
ott declarcd, how little I defire my Laws and Scepter 
ſhould intrench on Gods Soveraignty , which is the 
only King of mens Conſciences: and yet he hath 
laid fuch reſtraints upon men, as cominands them to 
be ſubje& for Conſcience ſake , giving no men It 
berry to break the Law eſtabliſhed, further then with 
meekneſſe and patience they are content to ſuffer the 
penalties annexed , rather then pertutb the publike 
peace, | The 
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The truth 'is,, ſome. mens thirſt after Novelcic, 
others deſpair to relieve the neceſſities of their. For- 
runes, or {atisfie their Ambition, in peaccable times, 
(diſtruſtiog Gods provid:+nce, as well as their own 
merits,) were the ſecret (bur principal) impulfives ro 
thele popular Commotions, by which SubjeQs have 


been perſwaded to expend much of thoſe plentifull 


Eſtates they gor, and enjoyed under my Govern- 
menc, in peaceable times: which yet muſt now be 
blaſted withrall the odious reproaches, which impos» 
tent malice caD invent: and my Self expoſed to all 
thoſe cohtempts which may moſt diminuth the Maje- 
ſty ofa King, and encreaſethe ungratefull inſolen- 
cles of my People.

itſelfe to ſuch a degree of ſplendour, as thoſe fera]l 
birds ſhall De grieved to behold, and unable ro bear. 
For never were any Princes more glorious then 
thoſe whom God hath ſuffer'dro be tried in the fur= 
nace of afflitions, by their injurious Subjects, 

And who knows bur the juſt and mercifu!l God 
will do me good) for ſome mens hard, falſe and evill 
ſpecehes againſt me; wherein they ſpeak rather whar 
they with, then what they bceleeve or know. 

Nor can I ſuffcr ſo much in pointof Honour , by 
thoſe rude and ſcandalous Pamphlets, (which like 
fre in great conflagrations flieup and down to fer 


all places on like flames,) then thoſe men do, who, 


pretending to ſo much piety, are ſo forgerfull of their 
duty 10 God and me: by no way ever vindica- 
ting the Majeſty of theiv KIN G againſt any of 
thoſe, who contrary to the precept of God, 'and 
precedent of Angels, ſpeakevilt of DIgOns's X00 
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bring railm? accuſations againſt thofe,who zre honored 
with the Name of Gods.

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was formerly ſerled never ſo well and wiſely. 


' So hardly canthepride of thoſe that tudy Novel. 
ries, allow former times any ſhare or degree of wil: 


dom or godlinefle, 


And becauſe matter of prayer and devotion ty 
God juſtly bears a great parc in Religion, (being 
the Souls more immediate cony+rſe with the divine 


Majeſty) nothing could be more plauſible to the 
People then to tell them, They ſerved God amiſs is 
that point. | 
Hence our publick Licurgy, or Formes of con- 
Nanr Prayers muſt be (not amended, in whar upon 
free and publick advice might ſeem toſober men in- 
convenierit for matter or manner, to which I ſhould 
eaſily conſent, but) wholly cafhicred and aboliſhed, 
and after many popular contempts offered to the 
Book, and thoſe that uſed it according to their Con. 
ſciences, and the Laws in force, it muſt be crucified 
by an Ordinance, the .betrer to pleaſe eicher thoſe 
men,whogloried in their extemporary vein and flu. 
ency : onothers,who conſcious to their own forma 
lity in the uſe of ir, thought they fully exp ated 
their ſin of nor uling it aright,by laying al the blame 
upon ir, and a total rejefion of itas a dead letter, 
thereby to excuſe the deadneſs of their hearts.

Nor are-coni{tant Forms of Prayer 'more likely to 
flat and binder the ſpirit of Prayer and Devotion;

Nor is it likely that God, who appointed ſeverall 
Orders, and a Prelacie, in the Government of his 
Church, amaeng the Jewith Prieſts, ſhould abhor or - 
forbid them among Chriftian Miniſters z who have 
as much of the principles of ſchiſmand divifon as 0- 
ther men: For preventing and ſuppretins of which, 
the Apoſtolical wiſdom (which was divine) ater . 
thar Chriſtians were multiplicd to many Congrega- 
tions, and Presbytcrs with them, appointed this way 
of Government, which might beit preſerve order 
and union with Authority. ; 

So that, I conceive, it was ot the favour of Prin- 
ces,or ambition of P:esbyrers, but the wiſdom and 
piety of the Apoftles, thar ficit ſerled Bithops 1n the 
Church 3 which A uthority they conſtantly uſed and 

cgjoyed 
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enjoycd in thoſe tiſhes which were pureſt for Reli- 
gion, though ſharpeſt for perſecution. | 

Not that I am againft the managing of this Prece=- | 
' dencyand Authority in one may by the joynt coun- 
ſel and conſent of many Presbyrers : I have offered 
to reſtore that, as a fit means tv avoid thoſe crrours, 
corruptions and partialitics which are incident to 
any one man: alſo to avoid Tyranny,which becomes 
no Chriſtians, leaſt of all Church-men : beſides, it 
will be a means to take away that burden and odium 
of Aﬀairs, which may le too heayic-on one mans: 
ſhoulders, as indeed, I think, it formerly did on the 
Biſhops here. 

. Nor can I ſce what can be more agreeable both to 
Reaſon and Religion, rhen ſuch a frame of Goyern- 
- ment which is Paternal, not Magiftrial 3 and where- 
in, not onely. the neeeflity of avoiding taRion and 
confution, emulations and contempts, which ate 
_ to ariſe among equals in power and fun@ion 3 

utalſo the differences of ſome Miniſters gifts, and 
aptitudes for Goyernment above others, doth invite 
ro imploy them,in reference to thoſe abilities where- 
ig they are eminent. Bs 
- Nor is this judgment of Mine touching Epiſco- 
Pacy, any pre-occupation of opinion which will not 
admit any oppohtions againſt it : Ir is well known, - . 
]- have endeavoured to ſatisfie my Self in what the | 
chief Patrons for other ways can ſay againſt this, or 
for theirs : And I find they ——_— leſs of Scri= 
pture grounds,and of Reaſon ; ſo,for c— 
ractice of the Church, or teſtimonies of Hiſtorics, 
they are wholly deſtitute 3 wherein the whole ftream 
runs ſo for Epifcopacy, that there is not the leaſt ri- 
volet for any others. | 
As for thoſe obtruded examples of ſome late re- 
formed Churches (for many rerain Biſhops till) 
whom neccflity of times and affairs rather — | 
tnen 
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then commenderh tor their inconformiry toall An+ 
tiguitie : I could never ſee any reaſon why Churches 
orderly reformed and:governed by Billnps, thould 
be forged to.contorm to thole tew. rather then to the 
Catholick example of all Ancient Churches, which 
needed no Reformation : And to thoſe Churches ar 
this day, who governed by Bilhops in all che Chri- 
{tian world, are many more then Prcsbyterians or 
Independents can pretend to be : All whom the 
Churches in my three Kingdoms, lately goyerned by 
Biihops, would equalize (I chink) if not exceed. 

. Nor is it any point of wiſdom or charity, where 
Chriſtians differ (as many do in ſome points) there 
to widen the differences, and at-once to give all the 
Chriſtian world (except an handtul of feme Protc- 
{tants)ſo great a ſcandal in point of Chuch-govern- 
ment z.whom,though you may convince of theic Er- 
rours in fome point of Dofrine, yer you ihall never 
ferſwade them,chat to compleat their Reformation, 
they muſt ncceffarily deſert, and wholly caſt off that. 
Government, which they, and all before them have 
ever ownedas Catholick, Primitive, and Apoſtoli- 
cal : So far, as never Schiſmaticks nor Hereticks, 
(except thole Arrians) have ſtrayed fromthe Unity 
and ccnformity of the Church-in that Point 3; ever 
having Biſhops above Presbyters. 

Beſides, the late general approbation and ſubmiſ(- 
fion to this Government of Biſhops, by the Clergy, 
as.well as thc Laitie of theſe Kingdoms, is a great

is a great prejudice againk their novelty:I cannot in 
charity ſo far doubt of their learning and integrity, 
asif they underſtood not what kererofore they did, 
or that they did conform contrary. to their conſcien- 
ces 3 So that their facilitie and levitic is never t-> be 
excuſed, who, before ever the Pojin; vf:Church-gu- 
verament had any free and impartial debate, contra-. 
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ry to their former Oathes and Practice,againſt their |

ſent, have not onely quite cryed down the Govern- 


ment by Biſhops ; but have approved and encoura- 
ecd the violent and moſt illegal ſtripping all the Bi= 
thops, and many other Church-men, ofail their due 
Authority and Revenues, even to the ſelling, away, 


and utter alienation of thoſe Church-lands from a- | 


ny Ecclefaſical uſes: So great a power bath the 
ſtream of times, and the prevalency of Parties over 
ſome mens judgments : oefwhoſe fo ſudden and ſo 
toral change, little reaſon-can be given, beſides the 
Scots Army coming into England.” ET 0] 

. - But the folly of theſe men will at length puniſh it 
ſelf, and the deſertors of Epiſcopacy wil appear the 
orcateſt enemies to, and betrayers of their owh In- 
tereit : for Presbytery is never fo confiderable or 
effeual, as when it is joyned to, and crowned with 
Epiſcopacy. All Miniſters will find as great a differ- 
ence, 11 point of thriving, berween the favour of the 
People, and all Princes; as Plants do between being 


watered by hand, or by the ſweetand liberall dews 


of Heaveir. 


Therenuity and contempt of Clergy-men will: 


ſoon let themſee, what a poor carcaſs they are, when 
parted from the influcnce of that Head to whoſe Su- 
premacy-they have been ſworn. 

A little moderation might have prevented great 
miſchiefs: Lam firm to Primitive Epiſcopacy, not 
to have it extirpated, it I can hinder it. Diſcvetton 
without paſſion might ea{ily reform what-ever the 
ruſt of times, or indulgence of Laws, or corruption 
of manners hath brought vpon it. I: being a grofle 
vulgar errour, to impute to, or revenge upon the

vpon them but as juſt rewards of their learning and 
pietic, whoare ft tobe inany degree of Church- 
Government ; alſo enablements to works of Chari- 
ty and Hoſpitality, meet ſtrengthnings of their Au- 
thority in point of reſpe&@ and obleryance 3 whichin 
cetull times is hardly paid to any Governours 
y the meaſure of their Vertues, fo much, as-by that 
of their Eſtates : Poverty and meanneſs:expoling 
them and their Authori:y to the contempt of licenti- 
ous minds and 'manners, which perſecuting rimes 
much reſtrained. 

F would have ſuch nien Biſhops as are moſt worthy 
of thoſe encouragements, and beſt able to uſe them ; 
if at any time my judgment of men failed, my good 
intention made my error venialz And ſome Bithops, 
T am ſure, I had, whoſe learning, gravity and piety, 

'no men of any worth or fore-head can deny : But,of 
all men, I would have Church-men, eſpecially the 
Governours, to be redeemed from that vulgar neg- 
Ie&,which(bcfides an innate principle of vicious 'op- 
polition which is in all men, againſt thoſe that ſeem: 
to reprove or reſtrain them) will neceflarily follow 
both the Presbyterian Parity, which makes all Mini- 
fters equall, and the Iadependent Inferiority,which 
ſers their Paſtors'below the People. | 

— This for my Judgment touching Epiſcopacy : 
wherein (God knows) 1 do not gratife any-deſligne_ 
or ; Har with the leait ovrning of Truth. 

And now I appeal to God above,and all the Chri- 

frian world, whether it be juſt for Subjects, or pious 
for Chriſtians, by violence, and infinite indignities, 

with ſervile reſtraints to ſeek to force Me their King . 


and Soveraign, as ſonic men haye endeayourcd to _ 
do, 
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do, againſt all theſe grounds of my Judgment, to 
conſent to their weak and divided Novelties. 

The greateſt Pretender of them defircs not more 
then I do, That the Church may be governed, as 
Chriſt hath appointed, in trae Reaſon, and in Scri- 
prure : of which I could never ſee any probable ſhew 
for any other ways : who either content themſelves 
with the examples of ſome Churches in their infan- 
cy and ſolitude,when one Presbyter mightſerve one 

ongregation in a City or Country : or elſe they 
deny theſe moſt evident Truths, That the Apoſtles 
were Biſhops over thoſe Presbyters they ordained,as 
well as over the Churches they planted;: and that, 
Government being neceſſary for the Churckes wel- 
being, when multiplicd and ſociated, muſt alſo ne- 
ceflarily deſcend from the Apoſtles to others, after 
the exawple of that Power and Superiority they had 
above others : which could not end with their per- 
ſons, fince the ufe and ends of ſuch Gevernment Ril 
continne.

Ir is moſt ſure, that the pureſt, primitive, and beſt 
Churches flouriſhed under Epiſcopacy, and may ſo 
Rill, if ignorance, ſuperſtition, avarice,revenge,and 
other diforderly and difloyall paffions had: not fo 
blown up ſome mens minds againſt it,that wha: they 
want of Reaſons or Primitive patterns, they ſupply 
with violence and oppreflion : wherein fome mens 
zeal for Biſhops Lands, Houſes and Revenues, hath 
ſet rhem on work to eat up Epiſcopacy: which(how-. 
ever other men eſteem) to Me-ts no lefle fin then 
| Sacriledge, ora robbery of God (the giver of all 

we _ of that portion which devout mindes have . 
thankfully given again ro him, in giving it to his ' 
Church and Prophets, through whoſe hands ke gra= | 
cionſly accepts even a cup of cold water, as a libation |

Furthermore, as to my particular engagment

I have oft-wondered how men: pretending to teu- 
derneſſe of Conſcience, and Reformation, can at 
once te] Me,that my Coronation Oath binds Me to 
content to 'whatſoever they ſhall propound to Me, 
(which they urge with fuch violence) though con- 
trary to all that Rational and Religious freedome 
which every man ought topreſerve 5 and of which

[| from fighting like Beaſts to arguing like men ; 
whoſe {tren3th ſhould be more in their underſtand- 
ing thea in their limbs. - 

And though I could ſeldomeget opportunities to 
Treat, 'Fet I never wanted either defire- or diſpoſi- 
tron to it 3 hauing a greater conſideration off my 
Reaſon, then my Sword : I was ſo wholly reſolved 
toyceld to the firſt, that I thoughr neither my ſelf, 
nor athers, ſhould need to ule the ſecond, if once we 
rightly underſtoed each other. 

Nor did Lever think it adimiinution of me, to pre. 
vent them with *Expreſles of my deſire : and even 
importunities to Treat : it beiag an office not only 
of Humanity, rather to uſe reaſon then Force ; but 
alſo of Chriſtianity to ſeeck peace and enſue 7t. | 

As I am very unwillingly compelled to defend 
my ſelf with Armes; fol very willingly embraced 
any thing tending to Peace. 

The events of all War by the Sword being very 
dubious, and of a Ciyill War uncomfortable ; the 
end hardly recompencing,and late repairing the miſ- 
chief of the means. | 

Nor did any ſuccefle I had ever enhannce with 
me the price ot Peace, as earmcftly defired by Meas 
any mans though I vas like to pay the dearer for it 
then any man: All that 1 ſought to reſerve,was mine 
Honour, and my Conſcience; the one T could not 
part with as a King, the other asa Chriſtian. 

The Treaty at Uxbridge gave the faireſt hopes of 
an happy avapen ure 3 had others applycd themſelves 


to it with the ſame moderation, as I did, Iam conf- 


dent the war had then ended, 
I was willing to condeſcend, as farre as Reaſon, 
1 * Honour, 
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Honovr,/and Conſiznce, would oive me leave; nor 
were rhe remaining "differences ſo efſentia!l ro My 
Peoples hapineſſe, orof fuch conſequence as in the 
leaſt kind to have hindred My Subje&s either ſecu- 
rity, or proſperity : for they better enjoyed both 
many yecrs, before ever thoſe demands were made, 
ſome of which, to deny, I think the greateſt Juſtice 
to My iclf and fayor to My Subje&s. 

I fee Jealonfiegare not ſo cafilyallayed, as they 
are raiſed: Some men are more afraid to retreat from 
violent Engagements, then to Engage, what is want=- 
ing in equity, muſt be made up in pertinacy. Such 
as had little to enjoy in peace, or to loſe in warre, 
ſtudied to render the very name of Peace odious and 
ſuſpeed. ls 

In Church affaires, 'where I had leaſt liberty of 
prudence having ſo many ſtri& ties of Conſcience 
upon Me, yer 1 was willing to condeſend o far ro 
the ferling of them, as might have given fair ſatisfa- 
&ion to all Ten, to whom faion, covetouſneſle or 
ſuperſtition had not engaged more, then any true 
zcat, charity or love, of Reformation. 

I was comtent ro yecld to all that might ſeem to 
advance true pietic : I onely ſought to continue 
what was neceſſary in point of Order, Matmtenance, 
and Authority to the Churches Government, and 
what I am petſwaded (as I have elſe where fer:-down 
My thoughts more fully ) is moſt agreeable to the 
true Principles of all Governments, raiſcd to its full 
ttature and petfeRion,as allo ro the Primitive Apo- 
ſtolicall patern, and the praGiſe of the Univerfall 
Church conform thereto. 

' From which wholly to recede, withovt any proba- 
ble reaſon urged or anſwered, onely to ſarisfhe ſome 
mens wills and fantaſies (which yet agree not a- 
mong themſelyes in any point,bur that of exterparing 
Epiſcopacy; and fighting againſt Me) muſt needs

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argue ſuch a ſoftneſle and infixmity of minde in Me,

_ My ins ſometimes prevailed againſt che juſt ice of
